In trying to decide on an efficient 


system for controlling traffic, Hobbs 
considers two imethocLs.

But there's a serious objection to

"An experienced traffic officer will 


tell you that, generally speaking, few- 
er accidents occur on narrow streets 
than on broad ones The reason is 
that automobile traffic is flexible. An 
automobile can circle around a street 
car, cut acrss, mve in and out, per- 
form ail sorts of exciting contortions 
.on a wide street. 


"Where there isn't'room for it to 


perform, you have some idea where 
it is going, and can keep out of its 
way. You know v.-here its 'way' is go- 
ing to be.
